Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  as  your  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 

dealing  with  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Department  during  the 
year. 


The  report  has  been  drawn  up  on  similar  lines  to  previous 

years  and  shows  the  progress  made  in  the  field  of  environmental 
hygiene. 


The  cost  of  housing  repairs  makes  it  almost  impossible  to 
carry  out  effective  maintenance  of  property ;  only  the  bare 

essentials  needed  to  make  dwelling-houses  weatherproof  have  been 
achieved. 


Applications  for  the  use  of  caravans  as  temporary  dwellings 
ha\  e  decreased  this  year,  but  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
carrying  out  sewerage  systems  in  the  larger  camps. 

The  assistance  and  willing  co-operation  of  the  staff  and 

members  of  other  departments  of  the  Council  have  facilitated  the 

production  of  this  report  and  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  for  their 
contributions.
